55 miles per hour speed limit coming 
back from Fort Stockton this past 
weekend and I don’t really believe it 
is going to be as bad as most of us 
thought. 
But the first thing you have to do is 
stop trying to figure out just how 
much longer it is taking you to get 
somewhere. After you have driven a 
few miles at 55 and other cars are 
not zooming by you then you really 
can not tell that much difference. 
Now, there is no point kidding 
ourselves, it is going to take longer 
to get where you have to go. But 
most of us would probably never be 
satisfied with anything less than 
instant transportation anyway. I 
don’t know of many people who like 
to get in a car and drive all day. We 
would all much prefer to just push a 
button and arrive at our destination 
instantly. 
In case you are interested this is 
the fifth time statewide maximum 
speed limits have been changed 
since the Texas Highway Depart­ 
ment was established in 1917. In that 
year, the maximum permissible 
speed was a blazing 25 m.p.h. The 
speed limit went to 35 in 1923, to 45 in 
1928, to 60 in 1941 and to 70 in 1963.

There is nothing wrong with the 
device. It is not dangerous. It is

The student, a racing 
bug, traveled to Torrance and had 
what is called the “Kendig Variable 
Venturi Carburetor” installed on his 
car, according to news stories 
mailed this column from California. 
His ancient full-size Mercury won 
top honors in the national event for 
being the closest to a smog-free car. 
Not only that, the student found he’d 
not only met the 1975 standards, but 
he’d also increased his mileage— 
from 12 miles per gallon to 30 miles 
per gallon. 
However, after winning 
the 
contest, he had to remove the car­ 
buretor and reinstall his old gas- 
eating carburetor and smog devices 
because California law requires 
specific smog devices, and if you 
don’t have them you’ll get busted, 
even if you’re not polluting. 
The carburetor, invented by 
Willard Z. Kendig, is a simple 
device. 
It delivers a precise amount of fuel 
to the engine, he says, has automatic 
compensation for altitude and 
eliminates the need for a choke, 
acclerator pump, multiple circuits, 
needle valves and jets. And it never 
stalls, achieving constant ac­ 
celeration from idle to full throttle 
without hesitation. 
The company won’t sell the device 
to ordinary citizens since it is 
against the law in California. 
But more importantly, Company 
President Haig Marshlian, believes 
that his device is being ‘‘closed out” 
by what he calls the big four 
automobile manufacturers, which 
he suggests want to zap the public 
for $300 to $1500 for their proposed 
systems. 
Meanwhile boxes and crates of the 
Kendig carburetors stand against 
the wall in Torrance, Calif., waiting 
to solve your smog and gasoline 
mileage problems. 
In the meantime, we’re talking 
about gasoline rationing on a 
nationwide basis. We are also 
driving 55 miles per hour to save less 
gasoline than the Kendig carburetor 
would save.

Dear editor: 
According to a nationwide 
survey I read about in a 
newspaper

“people generally aren’t 
satisfied 
with

newspapers are run.’’ They 
said papers sometimes slant 
the news, are sometimes 
inaccurate, irresponsible and 
biased. 
I don’t know who was in­ 
terviewed in this survey or 
what papers they were 
talking about, if they’d be 
willing to sign their names, if 
their daughter’s wedding was 
left out, or what, but my 
theory is that you show me a 


newspaper nobody criticises 
and 
I’ll 
show 
you 
a 
newspaper nobody reads. 
I’ve always thought that 
criticizing a newspaper was 
half the fun of subscribing, 
like buying a ticket to a 
football game is a license to 
lambast the coach if he loses, 
No where in the Constitution 
does it say you can’t laugh at 
a Congressman just because 
you voted for him. 
Sure, most 
newspaper 
editors are biased, biased in 
favor of their own com­ 
munity, and sometimes they 
leave out the truth, which is 
better than having to leave 
town. Most people want the 
truth published about others, 
not themselves. 
But I got to thinking about 
that survey. If the people who 
conducted it have any money 
left over they ought to 


broaden their inquiry 
For 
example, how many people 
are dissatisfied with the way 
their church is run, their 
grocery store, their bank, 
their city government, their 
radio or television stations, 
their schools, their univer­ 
sities9 Why they might even 
find out some people are 
dissatisfied with the way 
surveys are run. 
But they shouldn't go too 
far. For example, I don’t 
want them conducting a 
survey to And out how many 
people like my letters to The 
Herald every week, and if 
they go ahead and do it 
anyway I hope you’ll avoid 
the risk of slanting the news 
and refuse to print it.

What Kind of Oil You Talking About? 


(Editor’s 
note: 
The 
following story is taken 
from the Texas Good Roads 
A ssociation’s 
January 
Newsletter. It helps explain 
the price of oil as used in the 
various news stories con­ 
cerning the current energy 
crisis.) 


The question arises of how 
much a barrel of oil costs on 
today’s “crisis’’ market. It 
depends... 
Is it “new oil” or “oldoil”? Or 
“released” oil? “stripper” oil? 
“foreign” oil? 
“Foreign oil” is theoretically 
hard to come by. The Arab 
nations have it under embargo. 
There 
is 
some 
slippage, 
however; as a matter of fact, 
American foreign oil imports in 
December 1972 were 5.1 million 
barrels per day...In December 
1973 they were 6.2 million bpd. 
The Arabs raised the price of 
their oil recently, to a well- 
publicized “posted price” of 
$11.65 per barrel. That doesn’t 
mean we’d have to pay that 
much for Persian Gulf oil, if we 
could get it. 
“Posted price” is an artificial 
figure the oil-producting nations 
use to figure their taxes on the 
actual p ro d u cers—m ostly 
American companies. This 
production “tax” amounts to 
about 60 cents a barrel per 
dollar of “posted price.” The 
real meaning of the “posted 
(nice” increase is that western 
producers now have to pay the 
Arabs $7 a barrel instead of 
$3.05. 
To the owner’s share would 
have to be added: 
Production costs—12 to 20 
cents per barrel. 


Shipping costs—$1.30 to $1.50 
per barrel. 
Profit and overhead—50 to 70 
cents per barrel. 
That makes the total price of 
a barrel of Persian Gulf crude, 
laid down in an American port, 
about $9.30...or a little over 22 
cents per gallon (an oil barrel 
being 42 gallons). This is, of 
course, before refining the 
crude 
into 
usable 
fuel, 
distributing it to consumers, 
and so on. 


That’s ‘Foreign Oil’; domes­ 
tic costs vary according to the 
status of production source, 
price controls. 
Probably 
75 percent 
of 
American production is “old 
oil.” That means it was 
produced from wells caught 
under May 15 price-control 
regulations (plus $1.35 increase 
that has been allowed since 
then). “Old” oil has to sell for 
around $5 per barrel. 
If an oil man discovers a new 
field, or spurs production from 
an existing field, that “new oil” 
is free of price controls. It is 
now pushing $8 per barrel. 
Each time a barrel of “new 
oil” is marketed, the seller gets 
a bonus: a barrel of “old oil” is 
released from price controls 
and can be sold for $8. That’s 
“released oil.” 
The bill Congress passed 
authorizing construction of the 
Alaskan pipe line contained a 
provision removing “stripper 
wells” from price controls. A 
stripper well is defined as one 
producting IO barrels or less per 
day. Stripper production has 
long been given special treat­ 
ment; so, for that matter, has 
new production. About 25 


percent 
of 
domestic 
oil 
production winds up free of 
price ceilings and eligible for a 
“natural price” of $8 per barrel. 
So—how much is a barrel of 
oU? 
-If it’s “old oil,” it may be $5 
per barrel. 
-If it’s “new” or “stripper 
oil,” it could be $8 per barrel. 
-If it’s that “cheap” foreign 
oil, it would cost you $9.30 per 
barrel, untU the Arabs get 
around to kicking up the price 
again. 
American production was 
down in December—9 million 
barrels per day, as compared to 
a 9.5 million rate a year earlier. 
It’s obvious the production rate 
will rise when prices go up to 
make it profitable to drill new 
fields or increase the flow in old 
ones. 
There are vast amounts of oil 
underground in the United 
States that was not worth ex­ 
tracting at $4 or so per barrel— 
but $8 is a different con­ 
sideration. 
For example, steam injection 
might revive a played-out 
field—at a cost too much to bear 
with $4 oil but profitable at $8. 
The same goes for shale-oil 
production or the process of 
turning coal into gas with im­ 
purities eliminated. Expensive 
offshore drilling might make 
money with oil at $8. 
The $8 ceUing is not the limit, 
of course. The Arabs con­ 
ceivably could push higher—but 
most economists seem to think 
probably not The $8 figure is 
believed to be sort of “natural” 
cutoff point for fossil fuels; then 
something else takes over. Just 
,what is the question. It might 
take years to develop 
a

I had a chance to try out this new 
55 miles per hour speed limit coming 
back from Fort Stockton this past 
weekend and I don’t really believe it 
is going to be as bad as most of us 
thought. 
But the first thing you have to do is 
stop trying to figure out just how 
much longer it is taking you to get 
somewhere. After you have driven a 
few miles at 55 and other cars are 
not zooming by you then you really 
can not tell that much difference. 
Now, there is no point kidding 
ourselves, it is going to take longer 
to get where you have to go. But 
most of us would probably never be 
satisfied with anything less than 
instant transportation anyway. I 
don’t know of many people who like 
to get in a car and drive all day. We 
would all much prefer to just push a 
button and arrive at our destination 
instantly. 
In case you are interested this is 
the fifth time statewide maximum 
speed limits have been changed 
since the Texas Highway Depart­ 
ment was established in 1917. In that 
year, the maximum permissible 
speed was a blazing 25 m.p.h. The 
speed limit went to 35 in 1923, to 45 in 
1928, to 60 in 1941 and to 70 in 1963.

The only problem is that the 
carburetor is illegal in California, 
and it probably also wouldn’t pass 
inspection in Texas when you get 
your safety sticker. 
There is nothing wrong with the 
device. It is not dangerous. It is

laboratories in the nation which test 
for smog that it is totally effective. 
And it is a lot cheaper than the hang- 
on devices currently peddled by the 
auto industry and required by law. 
The carburetor came to national 
attention when a University of 
California student of Davis, Calif., 
entered a national contest among 
engineering students to develop a 
smog-free car. The student, a racing 
bug, traveled to Torrance and had 
what is called the “Kendig Variable 
Venturi Carburetor” installed on his 
car, 
according to news 
stories 
mailed this column from California. 
His ancient full-size Mercury won 
top honors in the national event for 
being the closest to a smog-free car. 
Not only that, the student found he’d 
not only met the 1975 standards, but 
he’d also increased his mileage— 
from 12 miles per gallon to 30 miles 
per gallon. 
However, after winning 
the 
contest, he had to remove the car­ 
buretor and reinstall his old gas- 
eating carburetor and smog devices 
because California law requires 
specific smog devices, and if you 
don’t have them you’ll get busted, 
even if you’re not polluting. 
The carburetor, invented by 
Willard Z. Kendig, is a simple 
device. 
It delivers a precise amount of fuel 
to the engine, he says, has automatic 
compensation for altitude and 
eliminates the need for a choke, 
acclerator pump, multiple circuits, 
needle valves and jets. And it never 
stalls, achieving constant 
ac­ 
celeration from idle to full throttle 
without hesitation. 
The company won’t sell the device 
to ordinary citizens since it is 
against the law in California. 
But more importantly, Company 
President Haig Marshlian, believes 
that his device is being ‘‘closed out” 
by what he calls the big four 
automobile manufacturers, which 
he suggests want to zap the public 
for $300 to $1500 for their proposed 
systems. 
Meanwhile boxes and crates of the 
Kendig carburetors stand against 
the wall in Torrance, Calif., waiting 
to solve your smog and gasoline 
mileage problems. 
In the meantime, we’re talking 
about gasoline rationing on a 
nationwide basis. We are also 
driving 55 miles per hour to save less 
gasoline than the Kendig carburetor 
would save.

Dear editor: 
According to a nationwide 
survey I read about in a 
newspaper 
last 
night, 
“people generally aren’t 
satisfied 
with 
the 
way 
newspapers are run.” They 
said papers sometimes slant 
the news, are sometimes 
inaccurate, irresponsible and 
biased. 
I don’t know who was in­ 
terviewed in this survey or 
what papers they were 
talking about, if they’d be 
willing to sign their names, if 
their daughter’s wedding was 
left out, or what, but my 
theory is that you show me a 


newspaper nobody criticizes 
and 
I’ll 
show 
you 
a 
newspaper nobody reads. 
I’ve always thought that 
criticizing a newspaper was 
half the fun of subscribing, 
like buying a ticket to a 
football game is a license to 
lambast the coach if he loses. 
No where in the Constitution 
does it say you can’t laugh at 
a Congressman just because 
you voted for him. 
Sure, most 
newspaper 
editors are biased, biased in 
favor of their own com­ 
munity, and sometimes they 
leave out the truth, which is 
better than having to leave 
town. Most people want the 
truth published about others, 
not themselves. 
But I got to thinking about 
that survey. If the people who 
conducted it have any money 
left over they ought to 


broaden their inquiry. For 
example, how many people 
are dissatisfied with the way 
their church is run, their 
grocery store, their bank, 
their city government, their 
radio or television stations, 
their schools, their univer­ 
sities? Why they might even 
find out some people are 
dissatisfied with the way 
surveys are run. 
But they shouldn’t go too 
far. For example, I don’t 
want them conducting a 
survey to find out how many 
people like my letters to The 
Herald every week, and if 
they go ahead and do it 
anyway I hope you’ll avoid 
the risk of slanting the news 
and refuse to print it.

What Kind of Oil Yon Talking About? 


(Editor's 
note: 
The 
following story is taken 
from the Texas Good Roads 
A ssociation's 
January 
Newsletter. It helps explain 
the price of oil as used in the 
various news stories con­ 
cerning the current energy 
crisis.) 


TTie question arises of how 
much a barrel of oil costs on 
today’s 
“crisis’’ market. It 
depends... 
Is it “new oil” or “old oil”? Or 
“released” oil? “stripper” oil? 
“foreign” oil? 
“Foreign oil” is theoretically 
hard to come by. The Arab 
nations have it under embargo. 
There 
is 
some 
slippage, 
however; as a matter of fact, 
American foreign oil imports in 
December 1972 were 5.1 million 
barrels per day...In December 
1973 they were 6.2 million bpd. 
The Arabs raised the price of 
their oil recently, to a well- 
publicized “posted price’ 
of 
$11.65 per barrel. That doesn’t 
mean we’d have to pay that 
much for Persian Gulf oil, if we 
could get it. 
“Posted price” is an artificial 
figure the oil-producting nations 
use to figure their taxes on the 
actual p ro d u cers—m ostly 
American companies. This 
production “tax” amounts to 
about 60 cents a barrel per 
dollar of “posted price.” The 
real meaning of the “posted 
price” increase is that western 
producers now have to pay the 
Arabs $7 a barrel instead of 
$3.05. 
To the owner’s share would 
have to be added: 
Production costs—12 to 20 
cents per barrel. 


Shipping costs—$1.30 to $1.50 
per barrel. 
Profit and overhead—50 to 70 
cents per barrel. 
That makes the total price of 
a barrel of Persian Gulf crude, 
laid down in an American port, 
about $9.30...or a little over 22 
cents per gallon (an oil barrel 
being 42 gallons). This is, of 
course, before refining the 
crude 
into 
usable 
fuel, 
distributing it to consumers, 
and so on. 


That’s ‘Foreign Oil’; domes­ 
tic costs vary according to the 
status of production source, 
price controls. 
Probably 
75 percent 
of 
American production is “old 
oil.” That means it was 
produced from wells caught 
under May 
15 price-control 
regulations (plus $1.35 increase 
that has been allowed since 
then). “Old” oil has to sell for 
around $5 per barrel. 
If an oil man discovers a new 
field, or spurs production from 
an existing field, that “new oil 
is free of price controls. It is 
now pushing $8 per barrel. 
Each time a barrel of “new 
oil” is marketed, the seller gets 
a bonus: a barrel of “old oil” is 
released from price controls 
and can be sold for $8. That’s 
“released oil.” 
The bill Congress passed 
authorizing construction of the 
Alaskan pipe line contained a 
provision removing “stripper 
wells” from price controls. A 
stripper well is defined as one 
producting IO barrels or less per 
day. Stripper production has 
long been given special treat­ 
ment; so, for that matter, has 
new production. About 25 


percent 
of 
domestic 
oil 
production winds up free of 
price ceilings and eligible for a 
“natural price” of $8 per barrel. 
So—how much is a barrel of 
oil? 
-If it’s “old oil,” it may be $5 
per barrel. 
-If it’s “new” or “stripper 
oil,” it could be $8 per barrel. 
-If it’s that “cheap” foreign 
oil, it would cost you $9.30 per 
barrel, until the Arabs get 
around to kicking up the price 
again. 
American production was 
down in December—9 million 
barrels per day, as compared to 
a 9.5 million rate a year earlier. 
It’s obvious the production rate 
will rise when prices go up to 
make it profitable to drill new 
fields or increase the flow in old 
ones. 
There are vast amounts of oil 
underground in the United 
States that was not worth ex­ 
tracting at $4 or so per barrel— 
but $8 is a different con­ 
sideration. 
For example, steam injection 
might revive a played-out 
field—at a cost too much to bear 
with $4 oil but profitable at $8 
The same goes for shale-oil 
production or the process of 
turning coal into gas with im­ 
purities eliminated. Expensive 
offshore drilling might make 
money with oil at $8. 
The $8 ceiling is not the limit, 
of course. The Arabs con­ 
ceivably could push higher—but 
most economists seem to think 
probably not The $8 figure is 
believed to be sort of “natural” 
cutoff point for fossil fuels; then 
something else takes over. Just 
.what is the question. It might 
take 
years to develop 
a
